Buffolk, Va., July 10.—There was
to-day an explosion at the plant
of the Suffolk Clay  Company,

Two lnrge steel rollers, which
are a part of the disintegrator, and
which Genernl Manager Jacobs suys
will welgh neariy o ton each, were par-
tally wrecked, The nolse could be
heard considerable distance,

N. %, Withers, the compiny's sec-
retary does not know why the wreck
huppened, but he has suggested thit
the disturbance was brought about by
the exploston  of powder in o lromb
shell imbedded n the caly breastworks
from which the raw wierial is tken.

The great rollers have orushed rocks
as though they had  been  partrides
CEES  without suspending business a
minute, and when the machine js par-
nlized ns it was to-day the paralvsis
cannot easily be accounted for. The
nolse was loud, but the theory cannot
be verilled, as no pleces of shell have
been seen, The roliers ravolved ot
the rate of S00 A minute,

The money lost by the exploslon Is
perhaps not much over $100, The plant
has other ways of working ol nnd
operations were only suspended for a
short time,

The machine may have bosn hroken
by bolts coming loose. That {s the
theory of those whn do not Dbelicve
about the bomb.

FIRE WAS EXYINGUISHED,

Fire broke out this uafternnon In n
planing mill of the Camp Manufae-
turing Company at Franklin, but was
put out before serlous damage wus
done. The company has an excollent
rystem of their own for fighting hlazes,
and besides there Is o high brick wall
between the planing mil and the moin
Iumhber mill.

The blaze was dlscovered about 4
o'clock near one of the bollers,  "The
alarm whistles were blown and for o
timo there was uneasiness among e
cltizens. The plant is one of the larg-
eat Tumber places In Virginin, and s
nosource of much revenue to the town
of Franklin.
